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Introduction 


This is Volume II of Kalima wa Nagham: A Textbook for Teaching Arabic, in which the authors approach Arabic 
language and culture as an inseparable entity. The book is organized in a way that aims at creating a higher level of 
proficiency in a short period of time, yet not at the expense of the quality and richness of the language and culture. 
In designing the book, the authors rely on their extensive experience in teaching Arabic to foreign students using 
different textbooks and in different teaching contexts. The authors’ philosophy in the book can be summarized as 


follows. 


MSA and Dialects 

Kalima wa Nagham does not integrate the dialect fully in the curriculum. It rather incorporates features that can be 
instrumental in many given dialects. The book focuses on those features and uses them in context. It is the authors’ 
belief that integrating the dialect fully in the curriculum can be detrimental to students’ learning, and challenging 
to instructors for different reasons. The first is the authors’ strong belief that Modern Standard Arabic is the 
foundation upon which students can build their learning of any dialects in their later stages of learning. Second, 
despite the fact that the integrated approach in the field of teaching Arabic is the trend these days, it has yet to be 
supported by empirical evidence. Anecdotal evidence and personal conviction is not sufficient to discount other 
approaches. Proponents of the integrative approach allege that this reflects the language reality of Arabic language 
where it is used and spoken. However, the authors believe that this is a very simplistic analysis of the language 
situation, and that other factors have yet to be taken into account if this approach were to succeed. As the authors 
are certified language testers, they found that mixing the dialect with standard may slow the learning process, leads 
to fossilized errors, and that students eventually are not able to present ample evidence orally or in writing of their 
relative mastery of standard Arabic. Nonetheless, since dialects are branches of the mother variety, the authors 
believe that it is crucial that students get the gist of the intricate relationship between both, and real examples of 


this relationship. 


Songs and Music 

Nagham is not just a buzzword used on the book cover. Songs are an integral part of each lesson in the book, and 
no lesson is complete without learning the song. Songs are presented as audio and written texts on which other 
activities are built. Students need to listen (and maybe watch), depending on the format the teacher selects to 
present them, and then perform related activities. The songs are closely related to the main theme of each lesson, 
but they also vary and each has a different topic, such as emotions, human relations, national concerns, etc. They 
complement the themes, reinforce vocabulary learning, and offer fresh cultural perspective. The lyrics of most (if 
not all) songs are standard Arabic, are popular, and represent a wide array of Arab singers from all regions, male 
and female. Information about the singer and the songwriter is also included at the beginning of the song section. 
All songs integrate the different language skills. Students will need to comprehend through listening and reading 
to be able to perform activities including comprehension questions, grammar drills, and cultural perspectives and 


exercises where they are frequently encouraged to write their own songs. 


Sequence and Organization 

While developing the themes for the different lessons, the authors took into account language tasks, content 
areas, and contexts that were derived from ACTFL proficiency guidelines. The book equips students with tools 
to accomplish desired proficiency levels in all language skills, including culture. While developing the content, 


authors were aware of the teacher and students’ concerns. Therefore the book is organized in a user-friendly 


fashion. Teachers will have sufficient activities that enable them to teach a certain concept, and the lessons are 


divided into sections that make lesson planning a less hectic and less time-consuming activity. Students, on the 
other hand, will enjoy a wide array of materials that appeal to their needs. Each lesson includes at least three audio 
and one video segments that are appropriate in terms of length, level of difficulty, and content to match students' 
level and the themes and recurring vocabulary of each lesson. The vocabulary, reading, and listening passages of 
each lesson correspond and are directly related to the main text and theme of each lesson. Such vocabulary recurs 
and is recycled through the different sections of each lesson and throughout the entire book. The sections are 

not overly long, thus the level of boredom that can accrue due to length of certain sections in similar textbooks 

is minimized. Grammar sections that tend to be longer than others are infused with other activities. Those still 


revolve around the same themes and target key grammatical and cultural concepts. 


It is the intent of the authors not to bombard students with new and challenging concepts, particularly in the 
grammar area. Therefore, topics such as patterns and case endings are introduced gradually and in portions. 
Each lesson is consistent with other lessons in the way it is organized. They are also of similar length. Students 
and teachers alike will be able to expect what comes next in each lesson after they familiarize themselves with the 


organization of the first few lessons. 


Culture 

From the beginning, the authors were aware of the inseparability of culture and language, and that culture should 
be explained to students within the context in which it occurs. The focus is not on a given country or culture. 
Rather, the book attempts to expose students to cultural aspects of many Arabic-speaking countries. Each lesson 
has a subsection in which how, when, and why certain expressions are used is fully explained. Besides the cultural 
wealth that is derived from the main content of each lesson, the book also sheds deeper light on sociolinguistic 
knowledge. Common expressions and proverbs, again derived from the main theme, are a staple feature in each 


lesson. 


Integrity and Balance of Skills Coverage 

Each lesson incorporates all language skills. No skill is emphasized more than any other. Besides the main 

reading text, listening activities that revolve around the main vocabulary of the main text or any other need-based 
related topic are numerous, and spread throughout each lesson. The writing section does not only teach students 
the connectors, or using words in sentences, but it also teaches them important and very common idiomatic 
expressions that can be instrumental in their learning process. The authors also expose students to concepts of 
rhetoric and eloquence to improve their creative writing abilities. The examples used to elaborate on any connector, 


expression, or rhetoric device are taken from the text, and are reinforced by native speaker daily usage. 


Media Language 
In addition, in every other lesson the authors chose to introduce students to key media expressions to enable them 
to navigate through what they listen to or watch on any medium. Lists of common media headlines are introduced 


and students are asked to guess what they mean based on their knowledge of individual words of each headline. 


Common Verbs and Common Adjectives 
One of the main weaknesses that students of Arabic suffer from, at least in early stages, is the lack of instrumental 
verbs and adjectives in available instructional materials. To remedy this, the authors provide students in every 


lesson with a new common verb and adjective, followed by activities. 


Cartoons 


Cartoons are a fun form of art. The authors employed this form of art to serve linguistic and cultural purposes. 
Each lesson includes at least four cartoons created by a professional artist to represent major themes, ideas, or 
cultural knowledge. It is the authors’ aim that these cartoons play a role in helping students internalize such 
material. The cartoons do in many instances appeal to the audiences of the book and cover their societal needs and 
challenges. The authors hope that these cartoons will help alleviate the misconceptions or negative stereotyping of 


Arabs or speakers of Arabic in an artistic yet joyful manner. 


Each lesson concludes with a passage to read aloud. Such passages are also related to the themes. While the goal is 
to improve the out-loud reading skill and pronunciation of the students, such passages also reinforce the learning 
of the main vocabulary item and grammatical concepts of each lesson. They are also rich in the cultural references 
that pique students’ interest and broaden their knowledge about people, places, and ideas common to Arabic- 


speaking countries. 


Stylistics 

The authors are aware of the difficulties students may encounter in learning any language. Stylistic changes can 
make a big difference in facilitating comprehension of the written text, even without formal instruction. First, all 
vocabulary items are presented in charts and dialectal features have an individual column in these charts. All words 
and expressions that are dialectal in nature are underlined. Second, all names of people and places are in quotation 
marks. Words in context that are not included in the main charts are bolded and the English explanation is next to 
them. Listening activities have a headset icon next to them. While we include the translations of drill instructions 
in the first lessons, the translation disappears gradually until all instructions are given exclusively in Arabic. Also, 
the translation of headlines or titles are typed in a smaller font. The Arabic version of these titles should be the 


center of students’ attention. 


Conclusion 

Volume II of Kalima wa Nagham aims at elevating the teaching of Arabic to a level where the beauty and the 
magic of this language become more vivid to students. It is the authors’ intent to present a unique and innovative 
product where teachers enjoy teaching and students enjoy learning, and where both find this experience rewarding. 
The wealth and richness in this book does not come at the expense of a smooth flow of the material. Students and 
teachers will find that this book is user-friendly and accounts for different teaching styles and various learning 


abilities.

So that students do not get overwhelmed by the grammar section, and that the teachers find the section more 
manageable in terms of lesson planning and managing class activities, the authors decided to introduce other topics 
within it.

The two sentence types in Arabic are: drow! dleoJl, “nominal sentence” and dilzaJ| dlssJ!, “verbal sentence.” 

A nominal sentence is also known as an equasional sentence. Nominal sentences are named as such since they 
start with a noun or a pronoun such as os SI pol. A nominal sentence is composed of a |aiu “subject” and 

a _y> “predicate.” The predicate provides information about the subject. While the subject must be a noun (or a 
pronoun), the predicate can be a noun, phrase, a verbal sentence, or even another nominal sentence. The following

a turning point in his art; in it he expressed resentment of male chauvinism. It also included his famed “ "> 
p39 yni>g, a harsh attack on weak, impoverished societies that live in a haze of fantasies.

Writing the hamza can be a daunting task. However, it should not be, since there are rules that govern it. In volume 
I of this series, we touched on some of these rules. In this volume, we will cover all the rules. First, let’s remind you 
of the following: 
At the beginning of the word, the only way the hamza can be written is on top of or under the ‘alif. Thus, you 
see I <j] tao.

In the first example, remember that the subject of the two verbs is the same subject UJ “I.” Therefore, changing 
the subject means making the two verbs agree with the new subject.

This particle J is known as the laam of cause/reason, since one uses it to justify certain actions, or behaviors. You 
will need to be careful about spelling when you follow this particle by a definite word where you have to drop the 
‘alif.

To inquire about quantities, we use the interrogative @S for both countable and uncountable nouns. Remember as 
well to use @Sy to ask about cost and price. In lesson one we mentioned the expression @S must be followed by a 
singular noun regardless what the answer is. Also, we use this expression to ask about time. Therefore, the question 
dcliJ] @S stands for “What time is it?,” or “What's the time?” In chapter four, we will start talking about this as we 


introduce the ordinal number as a requirement to answer this question. 


Numbers have rules as to gender and number that govern their usage. There is no clear answer as to why these 
rules deviate from the norm except to say that this is how the language traditionally used them. In terms of 


number, consider the following chart:

The chart shows that, as we mentioned earlier, numbers one and two follow the nouns they describe, and they agree 
with them in number and gender. For numbers three through ten, these are always PLURAL nouns and they have 

the opposite gender. If the noun is feminine, the number that precedes it is masculine, and vice versa. However, for 
the numbers eleven and beyond, the noun that follows is always singular. That seems odd! It is just the way it is. We 


will cover the aspect of gender in later lessons.

The Arab world is rich in cuisine, and dishes vary from wb to another. In fact, almost every sb has its national 
dish(es). In some cases, countries have similar <lyw! for certain dishes, but the recipe is different. The cuisine in North 
African Arab countries, the Levant, and Egypt is largely Mediterranean, while cuisine in Gulf States is influenced, to 
some extent, by cuisine in southwestern Asia, such as wgJl, Pakistan.

Relative pronouns (called “nouns” in Arabic) are used to connect two sentences where the referent is the same in 


the two sentences. They are equivalent to the English relative pronouns who, whom, that, which, and whose. Since 
they are nouns, relative pronouns can be masculine and feminine. They also can be singular, dual, and plural. Thus, 
when used they must agree in gender and number with the nouns to which they refer. Moreover, they have case. 
Relative pronouns must follow definite nouns (a noun in an 48Ls] is definite). Indefinite nouns cannot be followed 
by relative pronouns. Plural relative nouns are only used with human plural nouns. For non-human plural, use 
the feminine singular. As always, exceptions do exist. The chart on the next page lists the variations of the relative 
pronouns: 
Note: when the noun is indefinite, it cannot be followed by a relative pronoun. Thus, a sentence like “I saw a 
student who works at the library” cannot be translated into Arabic using a relative pronoun. Examples of relative 
pronouns:

Earlier, we discussed that a three-consonant verb is the first of the many verb patterns. It is noticable that the 
middle, i.e., the vowel on the middle consonant, of these verbs is unpredictable. Thus, consulting a dictionary is 
necessary to know how a particular verb is pronounced. Also, the verbal noun of these verbs is unpredicatable. 
There is no justification for this variation in the middle vowel. Thus, memorization is key in learning the correct 


pronunciation. 


The remaining verb patterns are easier and more straightforward. When you learn one, you learn all similar verbs 
that belong to the same pattern. In this chapter we will introduce three more patterns. The first verb pattern takes 
the number I. The next three are II, III, and IV. For each we will include the past with the subject 9, the present, 
and the )uas (gerund, verbal noun). Under each we will include a real example to help you understand how this 
concept of )ic and }9 works. 


Verbal noun 
Present 


These are the first four verb patterns. We will introduce more in the next chapters, until we introduce the ten 
most common verb patterns. Remember, all Arabic words have patterns, and not only verbs. But learning how 
verbs function will help you understand how this derivation process works. Derivation? Exactly, Arabic is so rich 
in vocabulary because it has this ability to create new words from existing roots. In theory, you can create a new 
word to correspond to every pattern out there. In reality, however, this does not work. Thus, having a dictionary is 


necessary to test your hypotheses when deriving words from any given root. 
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Remember that Arabic is, for the most part, a trilateral root language. This means that all real verbs are derived 
from three consonants that form the root. Thus, the first consonant is represented by the letter V3, the second is 
represented by the letter ¢, and the third is represented by the letter J. Anything added is a surplus. Consider, for 
instance, the first two examples, .wj5 and .wys. The only difference between the two is the shadda, which indicates 
that the middle consonant is doubled. And therefore, the template for ,~j3 is Jx8 (no surplus), and the template

These are identical to 
the possessive pronouns that we introduced earlier. It is important to remember to distinguish between those in 
meaning.

In addition to OjoJlg yioJl, the topic of l,l, “case endings,” is an important one. You need to be familiar with 
it as early as possible. Simply put, this refers to the ending on the last letter of the word, whether it is a noun or a 
verb. Included also are dual and plural nouns and verbs. The ending can be a short vowel, a tanween, or a sufhx 
based on different factors such as number and definiteness. You may have noticed that the ending on a certain word 
changes even though it is the same word and its meaning remains the same. Those endings (vowels, attachments, 
tanween, or even suffixes for dual and plural verbs and nouns) are grammatical, and they give information about 
the function of the word in a certain sentence. Verbs have their respective endings, nouns have their own, and even 
letters have endings as well. Make sure that you know what type of word is under investigation. In Arabic, we have 
three cases: nominative, accusative, genitive, and jussive. We will be dealing with these as they first petain to the 
nominal sentence and then to the verbal sentence. Look at the following words:

Since early on, we learned how to conjugate verbs in the present and past tense. Our focus has been on those verbs 


with pure consonants, except some exceptions where we provided you with conjugation charts for some verbs with 
long vowels in them. The present tense as we know thus far is in the nominative case that we started talking about 
in lesson four. 
You may ask why we did not talk about the cases of the past tense. The answer is very simple. The case ending of the 
past tense does not change. For instance, for 5%, the past tense of the verb ends with a fat7a regardless whether it is 
by itself or preceded by other particles. The present tense, however, changes its ending if preceded by other particles, as 
we can see. But for now, we are focusing on the nominative since it is the default, as it is not preceded by particles that 
may influence its ending. Bear in mind that the negation particle S has no bearing on the ending of the present tense 
verb that follows it.
